This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 

Claim 66 is objected to because of the following informalities: On line 10, the claim cites 
"the axis"; however, it is unclear that if "the axis" is the first axis or the second axis, which are 
previously cited. In order to be consistent to the specification, "the axis" should be corrected as 
"the first axis". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claims 67-70 are also objected because they depend directly/indirectly on claim 66. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 
Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-36 and 38-76 are allowed (assumed that claim 66 is corrected as suggested to 

overcome the above objection). 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In light of the applicants' argument on pages 13-14, the examiner agrees that Sogard et 

al. fails to disclose a frame that supports the device stage (Referring to claims 22 and 61) or a 

first follower frame constrains/inhibits motion of the device stage along an axis (Referring to 

claims 1, 36, 66). 

Loopstra et al. discloses a device having a frame that supports a device stage but fails to 
disclose a mover connected to the frame, wherein the mover moves the frame along the axis at 
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substantially the same time that the stage mover assembly moves the device stage along the axis 
(Referring to claim 61). 

Claims 2-21, 23-35, 38-60, 62-65, and 67-76 are allowed because they depend 
directly/indirectly on claim 1, 22, 36, 61, or 66.
